A'BoSib SEoatlcd With 
Men. 


A new DOiiib has been invented that 


is an extremely curious affair. 
• It is called a pioneer bomb aud ia 
made to be fired- from a cannon like an 
ordinary cannon ball. The curious part 
of it is that instead of. carrying lead 
and explosives it is to have men inside. 


The idaa of the invention; explains 


The Gisat Bound World, ia to fire sol-, 
diers into the enemy'scamp. The bonib 
opens the moment it touches the ground, 
tho men spring out and begin to fight 
the enemies within reach. 


A shower of these bombs would very 


seriously inconvenience an enemy, it is 
to be supposed; for they would not 
quite kuow.what to make of such as- 
tounding cannon" balls. 


Tho bomb is so arranged that there is 


no sudden jar or.shock to tho men in- 
side. It is covered with a number of 
rubber tubes filled with air, like the 
bicycle tires. These rubbers prevent the 
men from any injury which might be 
caused by reaching the ground so sud- 
denly. The bomb bounds along like a 
rubber ball once or twice, and the sol- 
diers are said to be quite comfortable 
inside. —Chicago Eecord.

These mines are intended for use in 


the channels that1 hostile ships would 
have to. sail through, and are formed 
in threes 'and set closely in the channel 
accordiag to plans previously arranged. 
If necessary, tho sea; off tho entrance to 
a harbor or bay could be well filled with 
them. .These mines-may be exploded or 
may "be perfectly harmless according to 
the will of the, occupant of the mining 
casemate, who, with his important ap- 
paratus, is out of reach of shot and 
shell," there being tons of earth between 
him and the upper air. 
. 


Out from this chamber through a tun- 


nel below low water mark, and hence 
safe from discovery by the enemy or shot 
from them, rnn numerous cables to the 
mines planted in the channel or in the 
sea. Within the chamber the operator 
has an elaborate chart with the location 
of every torpedo or 'mine upon it. By 
telegraph or other signals from observa- 
tion stations, near by he is kept informed 
of the approach of. vessels, and acts ae 
he thinks best under the circumstances. 
Ho may receive word from his stations 
to such effect that with his chart he 
knows a vessel is directly within a clus- 
ter of the sunken mines. Then he, can 
touch a key, and a mine will -instantly 
explode beneath or near the vessel. If 
tho vessel is a friendly one, however, 
the operator can disconnect his batteries, 
and the ship will sail in perfect safety 
over the tons of' explosive beneath. If 
the weather befoggy, or if some other 
condition unfavorable for locating a 
vessel prevails, and enemies are known 
to be noar, the pressing of many buttons 
will make every one of these mines n 
deadly f orco, and any ship that ventures 
in will strike a torpedo, roll it over, 
and automatically close an electric cir- 
cuit, which will explode the mine, and 
.the ship will be sunk or badly shattered. 
There are various devices for ascertain- 
ing that the hidden mines and connec- 
tions are in good working order.

How Appointments Are Made. 


Ex-President Harrison, in an article 


on "A Day With the President at His 
Desk,'' in The . Ladies' Home Journal, 
gives the method by which appoint- 
ments to public office are made by tho 
president, ' 'One of the cabinet officers," 
ho writes, "appearsby appointment, ac: 
companiod by a messenger-with on arm- 
load or a basketful of papers—chiefly 
made up of petitions and letters relating 
to appointments. 
Bach case has been 


briefed and jacketed, and one by one 
they are presented, tho secretary adding 
such information as he has outside the 
papers. Tho conclusions reached are 
noted—to appoint a particular person or 
to prosecute a further inquiry. The post- 
master general brings -a large clothes- 
basketful of papers, and an adjournment 
to the long cabinet table is necessary'in 
order to display them. He takes up the 
papers relating to a postoffice and briefly 
states the case. If the case is decided, 
he fills in the blank on the jacket, 'Ap- 
point 
,' the president affixes his in- 


itials, and the package is thrown back 
into the basket. A whole afternoon is 
often consumed in this way."

THE WOOI, GKOWKKS ABE ANGRY. 


The Ways and Means Committee of 


the Hou«e of Representatives, every 
member of which is from States east 
of tbe Missouri, prepared the tariff 
bill which recently passed the House of 
Representatives. No amendment to 
the bill, unless the amendment was 
offered by a Republican member of the 
committee, was adopted. Only a lim- 
ited time -was allowed for the discus- 
sion of the bill, though it was of 
national importance, and the 150 mem- 
bers comprjsing the minority of the 
House had no more to do with formu- 
lating its schedules than the Ind'ans 
on the Pyramid Reservation. 


Now it appears that while many of 


the schedules were embodied in the 
bill exactly as they were prepared by 
the trusts and manufacturerg.exeeption 
was made to the wool schedule, which 
was arranged to suit the manufacturers 
and not the wool growers. The result 
is that the National Wool Growers As- 
sociation is up in arms against tbo bill 
In response to the call of Judge Law- 
rence of Ohio, President of the Wool 
Gro?,ers Association, a meeting w 
held at the Ebbitt House in Waahin 
ton Wednesday to take steps toward 
presenting to the Senate Committee a 
request for the "promised ample pro 
tootion for wool." The Executive Com- 
mittee says the wool schedule in the 
new bill sirflply plays fast and loose 
with the industry It gives ample pro- 
tection to the wool manufacturers, but 
not to the wool growers. It is, they 
say, designed to benefit the East and 
rain the West, and fails in almost 
every particular to come up to the i e- 
qairements of the wool growers. 


It is generally known that the East- 


ern manufacturers do not want a tarifl 
on wool and hides, but insist on a high 
tariff on manufactures of wool and 
leather. 
Those 
manufacture! a have 


prepared the schedules for every article 
in which they are concerned that have 
been incorporated in all the tariff bills 
placed upon^the Statutes. The big 
trusts and combinations which con- 
tributed funds to elect McKinley are 
all in tbe East and they are the people 
lhat the tariff bill, as passed by the 
House, is designed to benefit. 


IS THE MINORITY K1GHT" 


The House of Representatives is at 


present composed of 856 members Of 
these 204 are Republicans and 150 Sil- 
*er Democrats and Populists. The 
members of tbe minority are not per- 
mitted to offer amendments to a bill or 
even speak on a question before Con- 
gress except by special permission of 
the Committee on Rules. 
Speaker 


Reed, who is as despotic as any Orien- 
tal barbarian, will not recognize a 
member of the minority except on 
special occasions^ 
This has disgusted 


men of the Simpson kind, who now 
propose to retaliate by compelling the 
dominant party, to keep a quorum in 
tbe House during its sessions. 


Now is the minority right f 
Should 


they require the Republicans, who have 
a majority of 50 over all opposition, to 
attend in sufficient number to make 
with the minority members present, a 
quorum, tnat is 179 members of the 
House? It would seem that the major- 
ity should furnish the greater part of a 
quorum, yet Jerry Simpson asserts that 
they do not and that the House is 
frequently without a quorum and he 
proposes, unless he is overruled by the 
Speaker, that the minutes shall not be 
approved unless there is a quorum 
present. 
Simpson ia aggressive and, 


being an adept 
in 
parliamentary 


tactics, will cause the majority a little 
uneasiness at least by insisting on a 
quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness.

The bear that figures in the story ii

Ford found the bear when it was ,a 


cub, soft, round, shining and 
Being wifeless, childless and alone, 
adopted the tiny cub and carried it 
home. Once there, Ford soon found 
that n foster mother must be provided 
for the infant, and so a frightened, 
trembling, bleating she 
goat 
was 


brought to the house to take the place 
of the parent he so missed. It was only 
after much combined force and persua- 
sion the goat could be induced to adopt 
as her own the nnkidliko orphan placed 
iu her care. But the time came when 
foster mother and foster child were as 
happy and content in their relations to 
each other as if the sight of a nimble 
footed, blue haired "nanny" suckling a 
clumsy black bear cub was of the most 
ordinary condition of affairs. The bear 
waxed fat on goat's milk, and a more 
docile, tractable beast never grew up 
under the guardianship of a humane and 
loving master. In the earlier days of his 
adoption the baby was a baby in truth. 
He would not be left alone, and It 
vould have been a harder heart than 
Ford's that could have resisted the piti- 
ful whimper of the little fellow when- 
ever he thought tuivfr he was to toe left 
alone in the house.

NYhen Jack grew older, he was trained 


to herd goats. Previously a number oi 
dogs hnd helped Ford, but the bear and 
the dogs could not agree, and so the 
dogs had to go Jack took their jjlace 
well, and they were never missed. Foi 
several years the bear continued to help 
Ford until the latter sold his ranch and 
prepared to go to his old home in Eu- 
rope. Then a number of his neighbors 
tried to buy the bear. Ford refused to 
sell him and said that if he could not 
take Jack with him he would not go. 
The difficulty about shipping the beat 
was overcome, and now he and his mas- 
ter are living contentedly in the old 
country, enjoying the fruits of their 
long, lonesome stay in the California
